President's  Report 


Fellow  alumni,  it  is  a  real  pleasure  for  me  to  report  to 
you  on  the  activities  of  the  Alumni  Association  for  the  first 
six  months  of  my  term  as  president.  I  want  you  all  to 
know  how  much  I  appreciate  this  honor  which  you  have 
bestowed  upon  me. 

We  believe  the  most  gratifying  accomplishment  of  this 
year  was  the  change  made  in  the  diplomas  for  the  graduates 
of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  The  style  of  type  was 
changed  and  the  name  Medical  College  of  Virginia  became 
more  prominent  and  our  seal  was  added.  We  are  grateful 
to  many  of  you  who  wrote  to  your  Legislators  and  helped 
to  secure  the  passage  of  Joint  Resolution  #73  which  was 
certainly  the  impetus  for  this  change.  The  present  graduat- 
ing seniors  were  the  ones  who  carried  it  through  the  maze 
of  administrative  red  tape.  We  will  continue  to  need  your 
help  in  preserving  our  heritage  and  the  identity  of  the  Medi- 
cal College  of  Virginia.

We  have  added  our  impetus  to  the  urgings  of  many  of 
you  alumni  to  see  whether  some  appropriate  degree  could 
be  given  to  Mrs.  Louise  Jones,  associate  professor  of 
anatomy,  for  her  dedicated  service  to  the  alumni  of  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia.  The  Association  will  present 
her  with  an  honorary  membership  in  our  Alumni  Associa- 
tion during  the  reunion  activities.  The  Board  took  action 
yesterday  to  present  her  with  an  honorarium  of  $1,000  as 
the  first  recipient  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  faculty  award.

Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  Jr.,  member  of  the  Board 
of  Visitors,  VCU,  was  asked  to  comment.  "I  can  assure  you  that  in  all  of  the  conversations  that  have  gone  on  in  the  Board 
meetings  that  there  is  no  plan  to  have  this  organization's  alumni  functioning  activities  taken  over  by  any  group  as  far  as  I 
have  heard.  In  fact,  I  am  sure  it's  been  discussed  contrarily."

Under  unfinished  business  Dr.  Louis  Wardell  spoke  about  the  appropriation  of  $40,000  for  Doctor  Brandt's  home  and 
the  money  spent  for  the  portrait  of  Dr.  R.  Blackwell  Smith  by  the  MCV  Foundation  and  the  money  spent  for  the  inauguration 
of  the  new  president  of  VCU.  He  commented  the  generous  people  who  have  left  money  left  it  for  the  use  of  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia. 

Mr.  Ball  replied  that  the  MCV  Foundation  was  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Alumni  Association.  It,  too,  is  a  separate 
corporation.  The  Alumni  Association  has  nothing  to  do  with  it. 

Mr.  Ware  said:  "The  $40,000  represented  an  investment  in  a  piece  of  property,  Doctor  Wardell,  that  the  Foundation  owns 
a  half  interest  in,  out  of  unrestricted  endowment  income.  You  can  question,  of  course,  as  a  number  of  trustees  have  questioned 
the  propriety  of  that  type  of  investment.  The  house  has  not  been  given  to  the  president.  We  hold  half  interest  in  the  title 
and  the  home  is  his  as  long  as  we  own  it,  he  lives  in  it.  No  income  from  the  house.  Five  thousand  came  from  the  MCV  Founda- 
tion and  $5,000  from  the  RPI  Foundation  for  the  inauguration  of  the  president." 

Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  Jr.  said  we  all  have  different  feelings  about  the  joining  of  MCV  and  VCU.  "Each  of  us  felt  a  little 
different  way.  There  are  large  segments  of  people  at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  who  worked  hard  to  get  this  thing  brought 
about.  It  came  from  the  Medical  College,  a  lot  of  push  for  it.  Different  people  have  had  different  ideas  but  regardless  of 
people's  original  feeling  for  it,  you  cannot  get  away  from  the  fact  that  Virginia  Commonwealth  University  is  a  growing 
activity  is  a  very  vital  force  in  this  community  and  is  going  to  be  a  strong  and  a  great  university.  There  is  no  argument  about 
that.  The  question  is  time  and  where  we  fit  into  all  this.  It  is  subject  to  a  lot  of  work  and  is  going  to  require  the  activities  of 
all  of  us,  but  I  don't  think  you  can  accomplish  anything  by  demeaning  one  part  of  this  university  to  build  up  the  total."

Doctor  Parker  moved  the  slate  be  approved  as  read,  Doctor  Wardell  seconded  the  motion,  and  the  slate  was  elected. 

Mr.  Ball  said  he  would  like  to  say  one  more  thing  which  was  not  in  his  report.  "I  am  most  grateful  for  the  support  Miss 
Franck  and  her  staff  have  given  me.  She  has  made  it  a  very  pleasant  year  for  me  up  until  now  and  I  am  sure  it  will  continue. 
We  are  blessed  to  have  someone  like  that  to  carry  on." 

Mr.  Ball  called  on  Dr.  Philip  L.  A.  Minor,  next  year's  president,  for  a  few  remarks. 

Doctor  Minor  said,  "I  appreciate  the  honor  you've  shown  me  and  I  am  going  to  try  in  the  next  six  months  to  learn  as 
much  about  the  organization  as  I  possibly  can,  because  the  longer  I  work  with  it,  the  more  I  realize  I  don't  know  a  lot  of 
things. 

"I  have  wondered  as  Doctor  Caplan  has  about  the  attendance  at  the  annual  meeting  and  I  would  like  very  much  to  see  a 
greater  attendance  as  well  as  a  greater  interest  in  the  Association  from  each  of  you  and  a  lot  more  work  than  we  have  done 
before.  We  are  planning  a  workshop  this  fall.  It  will  probably  be  three  days  and  I'm  going  to  ask  a  lot  of  folks  to  sacrifice 
that  time  and  come  to  that  meeting.  We  are  going  to  do  nothing  but  thrash  out  the  problems  that  this  organization  has. 

"As  many  of  you  know,  I  was  not  for  the  founding  of  the  new  University.  I  do  not  think  it  offers  much  in  the  way  of 
enhancement  for  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  and,  as  the  president  of  your  Alumni  Association,  I  will  make  every  effort 
to  try  to  better  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  If  this  entails  trying  to  make  them  at  VCU  follow  the  outlines  of  the  Wayne 
Commission's  Report  and  the  enabling  Act  as  it  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  (this  they  have  not  done  in  my  interpretation), 
I  will  do  so  even  if  it  means  seeing  if  we  can't  make  an  arrangement  with  another  school  rather  than  with  RPI,  which  to  me 
would  have  made  a  lot  more  sense  to  begin  with.  I  think  this  still  can  be  done  because  there  are  many  people  in  the  Legislature 
who  do  not  believe  that  this  new  university  offers  the  way  to  better  medical-health  education.  Perhaps  we  will  find  that  this 
is  the  thing  to  do  and  if  we  don't,  then  I  want  this  organization  to  join  in  and  work  as  hard  as  we  possibly  can  to  better  the 
institution  under  the  present  status.  All  of  these  things  will  be  hashed  out. 

"The  Foundation  has  asked  to  be  allowed  to  work  more  closely  with  us  and  I  think,  Doctor  Wardell,  some  of  the  ideas 
that  you  had  were  things  that  were  asked  at  our  meeting.  We  asked  for  a  financial  accounting  from  the  Foundation  before  we 
would  work  closer  with  them.  We  have  yet  to  get  this.  Now,  Doctor  Rooke,  or  Mr.  Ware  either,  did  not  say,  but  I  understand 
that  the  financial  accounting  was  almost  impossible  for  them  to  come  by  and  so  they  have  hired  an  accounting  firm  which  is 
presently  making  up  a  financial  accounting.  I  think  this  is  the  first  time  they  realized  that  their  procedures  had  been  very 
sloppy.  They  now  feel  that  by  better  reporting  of  their  funds  they  will  enhance  their  ability  to  work  as  a  foundation  and  that 
they  will  enhance  the  giving  of  funds.  I  used  to  belong  to  the  Century  Club  and  will  again  when  I  know  where  my  money  is 
going.  There  are  many  other  members  who  feel  the  same  way. 

"Some  of  you  may  not  have  heard,  there  is  a  ferment  to  break  this  organization  up.  This  ferment  comes  from  the  school 
of  medicine,  with  a  lot  of  the  doctors,  M.D.s,  who  feel  if  there  were  a  separate  organization  just  of  M.D.s  they  could  get 
a  whole  lot  more  accomplished  for  the  school  of  medicine.  The  nurses  had  a  panel  discussion  yesterday  and  some  of  them 
would  like  to  get  a  separate  organization  which  is  not  under  this  organization.  They  feel  this  organization  has  done  very 
little  for  them.  I  think  they  are  correct  in  that  there  are  things  we  can  do  which  we  have  not  done.  There  is  a  difference  of 
opinion  in  many  people.  In  medical  education  there  has  always  been  this  ferment.  If  we  can  remain  friends  and  get  in  and 
slug  with  each  other  but  then  come  back  together  and  fight  together  for  the  betterment  of  all,  then  this  organization  has  a 
glorious  future;  and,  with  your  help,  we  will  try  to  see  if  can  redirect  some  of  these  activities  and  stop  some  of  the  backbiting, 
stop  some  of  the  criticism,  and  see  if  we  can  go  forward  with  a  better  university  for  all  of  us.  Thank  you  very  much."

Retires 


As  Dean  of  Medicine 


The  dean  of  medicine,  Dr.  Kinloch 
Nelson,  retired  on  June  25.  The  dean's 
office  won't  be  the  same  without  Kin- 
loch. The  alumni  who  knew  him  so 
well  during  the  days  when  he  was 
director  of  home  care  remember  viv- 
idly some  of  his  choice  comments  as 
they  rode  with  him  to  make  house 
calls.  We  remember  when  he  was  first 
made  dean  his  saying  that  as  hard  as 
he  tried  he  could  not  have  quite  the 
same  rapport  with  students  in  the  chair 
of  the  dean  as  he  had  had  through  the 
years  and  this  worried  him. 

Most  of  you  know  his  background. 
His  father,  Dr.  J.  Garnett  Nelson, 
graduated  from  the  University  College 
of  Medicine  in  1900.  Some  of  the 
ones  who've  been  around  a  while  still 
remember  this  delightful  gentleman 
who  taught  many  of  our  graduates. 
Doctor  Nelson  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Virginia  in  1927,  we  still 
fault  him  for  this.  He  entered  private 
practice  with  his  father  in  1929  and 
practiced  in  the  McGuire  Clinic  and 
St.  Luke's  hospital  from  1929—1937. 

His  odyssey  at  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  began  in  1929.  He  began 
as  an  instructor  and  progressed  to  as- 
sociate in  medicine.  In  1937,  he  joined 
Dr.  Clifford  Beach  in  private  practice 
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and  was  named  assistant  professor  at 
MCV.  With  the  formation  of  the  45th 
General  Hospital  in  1942,  Doctor  Nel- 
son was  there  and  made  its  executive 
officer.  He  served  the  route  with  this 
group.  On  his  return,  he  came  back  to 
MCV  and  worked  up  to  full  professor 
of  medicine.  In  1963,  he  was  made 
dean  of  medicine  during  one  of  the 
periodic  "town  and  gown"  hassels. 
Quoting  from  an  article  by  Beverley 
Orndorff  in  the  Richmond  Times  Dis- 
patch, June  13: 

"Doctor  Nelson,  a  native  Rich- 
monder  well  known — and  well  re- 
spected— by  about  all  elements  of  the 
area's  medical  community,  has  been 
credited  with  orchestrating  a  more  har- 
monious relationship  between  the 
school  and  the  community  .  .  . 

"At  a  recent  testimonial  dinner  for 
him,  following  a  rich  outpouring  of 
anecdotes  and  high  praise  for  Kinloch, 
as  nearly  everyone  calls  him,  Doctor 
Nelson  rose  to  note  that  whenever 
various  officials  retired  or  otherwise 
left  MCV,  there  was  much  wailing  and 
gnashing  of  teeth.  But  then,  he  said, 
things  generally  got  better.  With  him- 
self and  several  other  key  MCV  fig- 
ures retiring  or  retired,  Doctor  Nelson 
thereupon    predicted    'a   new    era    of 


progress'  for  MCV.  But  to  a  reporter 
who  visited  him  last  week,  he  urged 
with  mock,  straightfaced  seriousness, 
'Just  say  how  fortunate  MCV  has  been 
in  the  fine  caliber  of  its  officers — es- 
pecially its  medical  school  dean — in 
recent  years,  and  that  the  future  looks 
very  dark  indeed  .  .  .' 

"He  thus  presented  a  moving  target 
when  the  subject  brushed  close  to  in- 
trospective analysis  of  his  own  self- 
importance — whatever  that  means. 
But  he  then,  seriously,  took  a  retro- 
spective look  at  his  tenure  as  dean. 
"The  main  thing  we've  done  is  to  con- 
tinue programs  that  were  already  be- 
ginning.' 'For  example,'  Doctor  Nelson 
said,  his  administration  implemented  a 
new  medical  school  curriculum  'that 
was  largely  developed  by  Doctor  (Wil- 
liam F.)  Maloney.'  Doctor  Maloney 
was  Doctor  Nelson's  predecessor.  The 
new  curriculum,  added  Doctor  Nelson, 
has  been  'a  notable  success — it  has 
made  the  whole  system  more  meaning- 
ful.' Also  during  his  years  as  dean 
very  academically  superior  students 
were  attracted  to  the  school,  with  up 
to  1,500  or  1,600  applicants  a  year  in 
recent  years.  Other  medical  schools, 
he  noted,  have  experienced  a  similar 
crush  of  applications  during  the  past 
few  years.  Meanwhile,  the  size  of  the 
entering  MCV  medical  school  class 
was  increased  from  84  students  in 
1963  to  136  students  during  the  past 
two  years." 

Kinloch,  we'll  miss  you!

Even  more  than  his  excitement  over  the 
slow-won  advances  against  hepatitis,  Krug- 
man takes  professional  relish  in  having 
been  first  major  tester  of  Dr.  John  Enders' 
successful  measles  vaccine.  This  work,  like 
his  15  years  of  hepatitis  studies,  was  done 
at  Willowbrook  School  for  mentally  re- 
tarded children  on  Staten  Island.  The  vac- 
cine has  wiped  out  measles  there,  where 
it  formerly  was  a  dreaded  scourge  .  .  . 
Krugman  took  the  unusual  route  for  him 
of  a  public  presentation  of  his  hepatitis  data 
rather  than  medical  journal  publication  be- 
cause he  wanted  to  share  it  quickly — in  an 
era  of  great  stringency  in  research  budgets. 
It  was  also  unusual  in  that  he  invited  to 
share  the  presentation  not  only  his  own 
coworkers  but  other  researchers  on  whose 
work  he  had  built.  As  his  famed  colleague, 
Dr.  Howard  Rusk,  commented  right  after 
the  meeting,  he  had  been  gracious  and 
generous — and  humble,  as  all  great  men 
always  are."
